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Federal Aid For 
Flood Victims 


A month afler victims of the Manitoba 
flood left their homes and farms to desolation 
and ruin, the Federal government has come 
forward with a firm offer of 12'4 millions 
of dollars to help offset the persoanl and indi- 
vidual losses suffered. Granted, that the 
flood was an “act of God,” and that the 
Liberal administration in Ottawa was not in 
any way responsible for the catastrophe, this 
is a mighty long time for property owners to 
wait in anticipation of such assistance. 

Floods in B.C. and Manitoba, drought in 
Saskatchewan, fires in Quebec—catastrophes 
on a major scale should be handled as na- 
tional emergencies. Thank God, there is still 
no atom bomb war with Russia, but if war 
comes all the people of Canada will have to 


foot the bill for bomb damage to private 
property. Loss of a home in peace time is 
just as great a loss, individually speaking, if 


caused by fire or flood of major proportions 
and there should be some way for the Ottawa 
government to step in quickly in times of 
national emergency and let suffering Cana- 
dians know that all Canada is backing them 
in their plight. 


Exporting Alberta’s 
Natural Gas 


Alberta’s Chamber of Commerce, meeting 
at Red Deer, last week turned down a pro- 
posal from the Edmonton and Jasper branch- 
the organization that the movement 
should faunch a campaign to secure the nor- 
thern, or Yellowhead route, for the gas pipe 
line to be constructed to the coast. 

The Chamber refused to handle this 
touchy question on the grounds that as the 
southern sections of the province oppose the 
Yellowhead route, it would only create strife 
and sectionalism in the organization. 

We're not particularly concerned with 
what route the chamber should, or should 
not back, but we would like to compliment 
them on this sensible move. 

There's far too much home-town drum 
beating in the country, to the disadvantage of 
the province or nation as a whole. 

Let a group of technical experts decide 
where the gas line should go, In this way 
the welfare of all Albertans will be best 
looked after, rather than having some section 
progress only to the disadvantages of others

Travelling to some 130 communities — 
some of them so small they never otherwise 
see a motion picture—the association's “Con- 
servation Caravan” will show films of Can- 
ada's forests, how they form so stable a part 
of our economy, and how quickly, easily— 
and needlessly—this priceless asset can be 
diminished. 

They hae sombre figures to impel them on 
this annual caravan, Eight of every 10 forest 
fires are attributable to human carelessness, 
they say. These fires are therefore prevent- 
able. 

More and more people turn to forest areas 
as a vacation land. Lakes and waterways 
are the lure and nearby are the forests. This 

combination of standing timber and human 
penetration is what causes the association 
alarm. 

The records don’t lie. A car speeding 
through a national park, an open window, a 
cigarette butt flipped out to light where it 
may and the damage is done.

Zephaniah is one of the minor prophets about whom little 
is actually known, The prophecy, in the first chapter and first 
verse, states that the prophet was the great-great-grandson of 
Hezekiah and this seems to indicate that he was of royal birth. 


He shows, in various ways, that 
he Knows the ways of the royal 
family and the court, for he con- 
demns them for imitating ‘foreign 
manners and behavior and dress 


Zephaniah spoke at a_e time 


when wise and courageous leader- 
ship was needed in Judah. The 
people had become careless in 
their religious duties and many 
of them had taken up the prac- 
tices of idol worship. More se- 
rious was the fact that many of 
the people were forsaking the 
ways of God altogether. The 
prophet saw all this and deter- 
mined to lead his people to an 
understanding of what their sons 
meant

It took 
real courage for him, a descendant 
of the royal family himself, to tell 
the members of the king’s house- 
hold of their sins It always 
takes courage to tell people about 
their wrongs, but it is one of the 
duties of God's people to help their 
fellow men to a better, more godly 
life : 

As the “chosen people of God,” 
the people of Israel had been 
the recipients of special favors 
from God. Now they seemed to 
forget their precious heritage in 
the promises made to Abraham, 
Jacob, Moses and others of their 
Zephaniah felt that 
this was worse than the invasion

On the Control of Couch Grass 


Couch Grass or Quack Grass 
control presents one of the toughest 
weed problems in Western Canada. 
Intensive cultivation is still the only 
effective way of controlling large 
infestations of this creeping peren- 
nial grass weed.

Sought for Redwater 


REDWATER. 


-~A program is underway here to secure the 


formation of a Municipal Hospital District and the construction 
of a 20-bed hospital to serve the 5,000 residents of Redwater 


and district. 

Meeting, sponsored by the Board 
of Trade, was addressed by E. E 
Maxwell, supervisor of the Alberta 
Municipal Hospital Act. 

He said that a hospital could best 
be secured through the formation 
of a Municipal Hospital District 
Necessary petition has already 
been sent by the Board of Trade 
to the Minister of Health for form- 
ation of such a district 

Two-thirds of the ratepayers 
must be in favor of the scheme to 
get it underway 

The proposed area of the Red. 
water district would extend east to 
within five miles from Radway, 
south to Coronado, west to the 
NAR tracks, and 
Egremont 


north beyond 


It would cost the taxpayers 
$8,000 a year to support the hos- 
pital, and cost of construction 
would approximate $150,000 

The Dominion goevrnment would 
pay $1,000 per bed, as would the 
provincial government, leaving a 
cost of $110,000 to district rate- 
payers 

Taxation to support the hospital 
would be based on assessment. As 
the average assessment is $2,000, 
it would cost per family about $9.50 
per year 

Mr. McKernan, noted architect 
who has designed many hospitals 
in the province, addressed the 
meeting on the construction prob- 
lems that would arise. 

He said the committee should 
have a sketch plan laid out to pre- 
sent ratepayers. 

Tenders, he said, should be let in 
the spring, so that necessary work 
could be done before winter, and 
the rest over the winter season. In 
this way construction workers 
would be kept employed, the dis- 


trict could get a cheaper rate for 
erection, 

Mr. Peter Chaba, MLA for Red- 
water, spoke to the meeting, say- 
ing that the scheme was offered to 
citizens to enable them to provide 
themselves with suitable hospital- 
ization. He commented that the 
country points around Redwater 
will support the scheme. 

Mr. Chaba further asserted that 
almost all the voters in his constit- 
uency favored the hospital scheme. 

The first hospital in the province 
under the Municipal Hospital 
scheme was constructed at Mann. 
ville in 1919. In 1938 there were 
23 municipal hospitals and there 
are now 58 in the province. 

Mr. Lesnik of Marshall-Wells 
Store has had eight years’ experi- 
ence as chairman of a municipal 
hospital district and of course he 
recommends it,
